DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "12" has been used to designate both top piece and skirt. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should 
be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not 
to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 166961 1 
(herein 611). 

61 1 teaches a retractable barrel apparatus comprising a base 9,4; an elongate 
support member 1,2 having first and second ends and having a longitudinal axis, said 
elongate support member flexibly interconnected at said first end to said base; a cover 
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support 1 3 having a substantially flat upper face (see fig. Ill), a generally circular 
perimeter edge (see fig. IV), and a central axis, said cover support interconnected to 
said second end of said elongate support member in coaxial alignment therewith, with 
said upper face of said cover support generally perpendicular to said longitudinal axis of 
said elongate support member; and a cover (not shown but it's the tent material that lies 
on ref. 13), formed of a flexible material, disposed on said cover support said cover 
having a side wall extending around said perimeter edge of said cover support and 
extending therefrom toward said base in generally perpendicular relation to said upper 
face of said cover support, such that said wall surrounds said elongate support member 
(the tent covers the whole apparatus).
